My Reader will doubtlefs obferve, that I have 
only touched here upon Male Inftruments, having 
relerved my Female Confort to -apother Oc 
If he has a Mind to know where thefe feveral Cha- 
raters are to be met with, I could dixeét him toa 
whole Ciub of Diums, not to mention aiiother of 
Bagpipes, which 1 have before given fome Ac- 
count of, in'my Defcription of our Nightly: Meet- 
ings in Sheer-Lane, The Lutes, may often.be met 
with in Couples apon. the Banks of a Chryftal 
Stream, ‘or in ‘the Retreats of fhady Woods. and 
flowry Meadows, :which, for different Reafons, are 
likewife thegreat Refort of your Hunting>Horns, 
Bafs-Viois. are.-frequently to be found over a 
Glafs of Stale-Beer and a Pipe of Tobacco ; where- 
as thofe who. fet up.for Violins, feldom fail to 
make thcir Appearance at Will’s once every. Eve- 
ning. You may meet with a Trumpet any where 
on the other Side of Charing-Crofs. ov hEE 
_ That we may draw fomething for our Advan- 
tage in Life out of the foregoing Difcourte, I:muft 
intreat my Reader to make a narrow Search into 
his Life and Converfation; and“ upon his leaving 
any. Companiy, to examine himfelf ferioufly, whe- 
ther he has behav’d himiéelf in it hike a Drum or 
a Titimpet; a Violin or a Bafs- Viol, and according- 
ly-endeavour to mend his Mufick for the future. 
For my own Part, I muft confefs, I was a Drum 
for many Years; nay, and a very noify one, till 
having polifhed my felf a little in good Company, 
I threw as much of the Trumpet into my Conver- 
{ation as was poffible for a Man of anim 
Temper ; by which Mixture of different Muficks, 
Tlook upon. my_felf ne the Courfe of many 
Years to have refembled a Tabor and Pipe... [ have 
fince, very much endeavoured at the Sweetnefs of 
the Lute; but in fpight of all, my Refolutions, I 
inuft confefS with great Confufion, that I find my 
felf daily degenerating into a Bagpipe. Whether 
it be the Effect of my old Age, or of the Company 
I keep; I kriow not. All that I can do is, to 
a Watch over my Converfation, and. to filence the 
Drone as foon as I find it begin tohumm in my 
Ditcourfe, being determined rather to hear the 
Notes of others, than to play out of. Time,.and 
incroach upon their Parts in the Confort by: the 
Noifé of fo tirefome an Inftrument. . 

I :thall conclude this Paper with a Letter. which 
I received laft Night from a Friend of mine,’ who 
knows. very well my. Notions ‘upon this Subjea,
